A local Muslim woman who came in third 
during the recent Mrs. Universe beauty 
contest says that she has had to deal with 
backlash from her family as a result of her 
participation. 

“Being a Muslim, it’s not easy to win in 
this position... there are so many compli- 
cations,” Taiba Sheheryar said. 


The 27-year-old Sheheryar, who repre- 
sented Pakistan during the compeition in 
Durban, South Africa last week, said that 
she is worried about being disowned from 
her family due to taking part in the com- 
petition. 


“Tt’s really diffcult being a Muslim and 
Pakistani girl. I feel like my family mem- 
bers are going to abandon me.” 


Sheheryar was one of 84 contestants 


who took part in the 40th annual contest, 
which focuses on empowering women and 
creating change. Married women between 
the ages of 25 — 45 were picked based 
on the charity work they did within their 
communities and their business acumen. 


This year’s theme focused on raising 
awareness about women and child abuse, 
with contestants marching through the 


streets of Durban to highlight the issue.

An off-duty Peel Regional Po- 
lice officer and a passenger in 
the same vehicle were killed 
during a crash early Saturday 
morning in Mississauga.

Liberals determined to push through changes to tax planning 
using private corporations

The federal Liberals used a 
weekend meeting along the 
Mississauga-Toronto border 
to push its proposed small 
business tax changes to the 
Indo-Canadian business com- 
munity, a group headed by a 
Mississauga e-commerce ex- 
ecutive. 

House Leader Bardish Cha- 
gger, who's also the min- 
ister of small business and 
tourism, met Sunday with 
the Indo-Canada Chamber 
of Commerce to defend the 
tax changes promised in this 
year’s budget the government 
believes will make the tax sys- 
tem fairer.” 


“We want to ensure fairness, 
while protecting small busi- 
nesses’ ability to incorporate, 
make investments, save for 
downturns and pay family 
members who work in the 
business,” he told the group 
at its East Mall headquarters 
near the border with Peel Re- 


gion. 
The chamber _ represents 
Indo-Canadian businesses 


across Canada and includes 


members of Peel’s growing 
south Asian community. The 
business lobby is headed by 
Arun Srivastava, president 
and CEO of Paystation Inc., 
a 60-year-old Mississauga 
e-commerce company. The 
tech firm is based on Dixie Rd. 
in northern Mississauga and 
sells digital payment services 
to banks and retailers and 
shreds sensitive documents 
for the federal government. 


Chagger told the chamber “we 
want to make sure we get it 
right” with the planned change 
to tax rules to stop richer tax- 
payers from shielding income 
through private corporations, 
which pay much lower tax. 
Federal finance officials want 
to end so-called sprinkling 
income using private corpora- 
tions, holding a passive invest- 
ment inside a private company 
and converting a private firm’s 
regular income into capital 
gains. 

A discussion paper released 
this summer said the number 
of Canadian-controlled private 
corporations has increased 
from 1.2 million in 2001 to 
1.8 million in 2014, with the 
number of professional ser- 


vices private companies tri- 
pling in the last 15 years, many 
from self-employed Canadi- 
ans. That suggests the federal 
treasury is losing hundreds of 
millions, possibly billions in 
potential taxes. 

“Over the coming weeks, we 
will continue to listen to Ca- 
nadians, including small busi- 
ness owners, professionals 
and experts, on how to achieve 
tax fairness, while avoiding 
unintended consequences.” 


In its consultations so far, 
Trudeau government MPs 
have been besieged by irate 
farmers, doctors and small 
business owners over the 
small business tax changes. 
Lobby groups like our Bramp- 
ton and Mississauga boards of 
trade over the small business 
tax changes. 


These critics oppose what 
they see as a small business tax 
hike disguised as tax fairness. 
And they complain it just adds 
another burden for small busi- 
nesses already facing higher 
power prices, a carbon tax and 
a move to $15 an hour min- 
imum wage over the next 16 
months in Ontario. 


The government, however, is 
unlikely to change its mind 
since the change is part of its 
broader tax agenda outlined in 
the 2015 election and the past 
two budgets and goes to the 
heart of the party’s policy of 
taxing the rich and using that 
revenuer to cut rates for the 
middle class. 


The opposition to the plan 
will mount from the Conser- 
vative opposition and business 
lobbies, but aside from a few 
technical changes in legisla- 
tion that will come before Par- 
liament, it’s unlikely much will 
change. 

Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau, whose government 
is running huge annual defi- 
cits and badly needs money for 
its spending priorities, is not 
about to abandon the tax plan. 

“People who make $50,000 
a year should not pay higher 
taxes than people who make 
$250,000 a year,” the prime 
minister told a recent caucus 
retreat in Kelowna, B.C. “We 
are always open to better ways 
to fix that problem, but we are 
going to fix that problem.” 


It’s rare to see a majority gov- 


ernment back down on budget 
measures it has tabled -- even 
if there’s a groundswell of op- 
position from the public. It 
happened in Ontario in 2016 
when the Wynne government 
reversed a budget move to 
force richer seniors to pay 
more for prescription drugs 
after a torrent of complaints 
from seniors’ groups. 


In 2007, then Conservative 
finance minister Jim Flaherty 
was forced to retool his budget 
plan to phase out the tax de- 
ductibility of interest incurred 
when companies invest abroad 
-- a highly unpopular change 
to corporate Canada. 

History shows us, however, 
that a determined government 
will plow through with its bud- 
get policies but spend more 
time to explain them better 
and massage public opinion to 
help boost support for the tax 
changes. 


In this case, it’s likely that na- 
tional roundtables by Finance 
Minister Bill Morneau and 
Chagger over the next month 
will continue to meet growing 
opposition from small busi- 
ness owners. 
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Ontario hikes welfare benefits but looks for broader reforms

lhe provincial gov- 
ernment just hiked 
welfare benefits 


a few days ago to about 
900,000 Ontarians who 
are on social assistance. 


It wasn’t a lot— just two 
per cent for all people 
getting help under the 
two main programs, On- 
tario Works and ODSP 
for the disabled. There 
were also some _ other 
smaller changes to help 
more people get by, espe- 
cially those in remote and 
northern communities 
facing high costs for food 
and transportation. 

Any hike in welfare 
probably angers a lot of 
Liberal government crit- 
ics, many of them ordi- 
nary Peel Region working 
stiffs trying to cope with 
rising prices, higher taxes 
and a thinner paycheque. 
There’s a sizable group 
of Ontarians who reject 


10,000 Peel students to 


About 10,000 _ university 
and college students in Peel 
Region will get free tuition 
under a revamped Ontario 
Student Assistance Program. 


That’s the message for stu- 
dents at Sheridan College 
and University of Toronto 
Mississauga from a senior 
Ontario cabinet minister who 
met with eastern Ontario stu- 
dents Monday to promote the 
OSAP expansion and other 
student friendly policies in- 
cluded in recent budgets. 

Deb Matthews, Minister 
of Advanced Education and 
Skills Development, said 
more than a third of full-time 
college and university stu- 
dents in Ontario are receiving 
free tuition now thanks to the 
new OSAP program, includ- 
ing 6,000 in Kingston alone. 

Using those same num- 
bers, that would mean free 
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the concept of welfare. 

Many believe it’s a social 
program rife with abuse 
and which cements gen- 
erations of poverty and 
creates no incentives for 
people to work. Twen- 
ty-two years ago, many of 
these people from Ontar- 
io’s silent majority vot- 
ed for hardline PC Mike 
Harris, mainly on his 
promise to cut welfare 
spending. 

In office, he did just 
that— cutting benefits 
by nearly 22 per cent in 
what Tory critics at the 
time called a “war on the 
poor.” 


When Harris became 
premier in 1995, 1.3 mil- 
lion people were collect- 
ing welfare or disability 
benefits: about 12 per 
cent of the 10.9 million 
population at that time. 
Today, it’s 900,000 peo- 
ple, about 6.4 per cent of 
the province’s nearly 14 
million people. 

That drop has come 
from an improving econ- 


OSAP-financed tuition for 
a third of the more than 
30,000 students at the three 
Peel post-secondary schools 
-- 14,00 at University of To- 
ronto’s Mississauga campus, 
the 11,000 at Sheridan’s Da- 
vis campus in Brampton and 
5,500 at the Hazel McCallion 
school run by Sheridan in 
Mississauga. 

“Going to college or univer- 
sity is a wonderful opportuni- 
ty for young Ontarians,” Mat- 
thews said at St. Lawrence 
College in Kingston. 

“That’s why this government 
is committed to making it as 
easy and affordable as we 
possibly can for students, so 
that they can pursue their 
dreams, fulfill their potential 
and get the skills they'll need 
for the jobs of tomorrow.” 

Sheridan and UTM were 
not immediately available to 


omy and a tightening of 
eligibility rules as well 
as a deliberate squeez- 
ing of the welfare system 
by various governments. 
But to their credit the 
Wynne government is 
now looking at even big- 
ger changes to improve 
the lives of people who 
face economic hardships. 
We've all heard about 
the $15 an hour mini- 
mum wage that will kick 
in by 2019. That’s a Lib- 
eral labour policy meant 


to help the working poor, 
but which has enraged 
business groups. The lo- 
cal boards of trade in Peel 
Region, especially, are 
lobbying hard against the 
plan, warning it will hurt 
the economy and squeeze 
consumers. 


But on the welfare front, 
the Liberals are also 
moving ahead with a plan 
to study a provincial ba- 
sic income for the poor— 
a system that if it works 
could replace traditional 


social assistance benefits 
in future. 

A three-year pilot proj- 
ect with thousands of 
poor people in Brantford, 
Thunder Bay, Hamilton 
and Lindsay is underway 
and will look at whether 
providing a basic guaran- 
teed income will help the 
poor better meet their 
needs, lower stress and 
help them find jobs. 

Let’s give the idea a 
chance. We should stick 
with it even if Wynne is 


defeated in next June’s 
provincial election by 
Patrick Brown, whose 
Tory party likely won’t 
put welfare reform high 
on its to-do list. 

The $50-million pilot 
was promised in the 2016 
budget as a way to over- 
haul Ontario’s $9 billion 
welfare system and is 
part of the Liberals’ de- 
cade old poverty reduc- 
tion strategy. 

It also follows upon a 
2014 report by Ontario’s 
social assistance review 
commission that called 
for a simpler, more ef- 
fective and accountable 
welfare system that helps 
more people find work to 
get out of poverty. 

So let’s cross our fingers 
and hope the new pilots 
work.

comment but a student lead- 
er in Kingson welcomed the 
OSAP expansion, announced 
in recent budgets by Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa, 
an MPP from Mississauga 
South. 

“The changes to OSAP and 
the implementation of free 
tuition is an extremely posi- 
tive change for the students 
of SLC,” said Beth Insley, ex- 
ecutive director of the Kings- 
ton student association at St.

In addition, the skills min- 
ister touted the Liberal gov- 
ernment plan to provide free 
prescription drugs to stu- 
dents under 25, beginning 
next Jan. 1. 


The Wynne government is

edge economy, advanced 
manufacturing and life sci- 
ences and away from tradi- 
tional smokestack industries.

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150 LCBO pot stores coming your way, says Sousa

Ontario will open 150 LC- 
BO-type stores to sell pot 
when Ottawa legalizes the 
drug next summer, says 
Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa. 


The Finance Ministry, 
which oversees the liquor 
Crown corporation, said 
the LCBO will regulate the 
legal sale of pot in Ontario 
through new stand-alone 
cannabis stores and an 
online order service that 
kicks in next summer. 

The liquor retailer will 
open 80 stores by July 1, 
2019 and the rest will run 
by 2020. But they will be 
bie to sell only to people 
over 19 and other forms 
of store pot distribution 
will be illegal. Meanwhile, 
online distribution will be 
available across the prov- 
ince after July 2018. 

Sousa, who _ represents 
Mississauga South in the 
legislature, said this ap- 
proach will ensure there 
will be only one legal re- 


tail distributor for pot in 
the province, and alcohol 
and cannabis are not sold 
alongside each other. 


“We are committed to 
getting this transition 
right, Sousa told a news 
conference Friday. “When 
it comes to retail distri- 
bution, the LCBO has the 
expertise, experience and 
insight to ensure careful 
control of cannabis, help- 
ing us to discourage illic- 
it market activity and see 
that ille ca oe 
are shut 


The deal government 
plans to pass a law to le- 
galize pot by next sum- 
mer, but has left it to each 
AE od to set up its own 
istribution system for 
the carefully controlled 
substance. Ontario is the 
first province to publicly 
announce a comprehen- 
sive plan to regulate fed- 
erally legalized pot. 
The provincial 
group that represents 
Mississauga, Brampton, 
Caledon and nearly 440 
other Ontario municipali- 


lobby 


ties, applauded Sousa and 
the province for setting u 
the new pot control board. 


The Association of Mu- 
nicipalities of Ontario said 
the legal sale of marijuana 
will have a broad impact 
on municipal services and 
responsibilities, and local 
communities. Now that 
the Ontario government 
has set up its new retail 
network, local govern- 
ments can move forward 
with other parts of the 
new pot system. 

“One of our key concerns 
has been local influence 
on where retail outlets are 
located in our communi- 
ties,” said AMO president 
Lynn Dollin. 

“Under a_ provincial 
Crown agency, the roll- 
out of storefronts must 
begin with willing munic- 
ipalities and a municipal 
voice on where the drug is 
sold to ensure community 
safety.” 

Attorney General Yasir 
Naqvi said legislation will 
be introduced later this 
fall, following the end of 


province-wide _consulta- 
tions with municipalities, 
native bands, police and 
other stakeholders about 
the new retail system. 


“We've heard people 
across Ontario are anx- 
ious about the federal le- 
galization of cannabis,” 
Naqvi said. “The province 
is moving forward with 
a safe and sensible ap- 
proach to legalization that 
will ensure we can kee 
our communities an 
roads safe, promote pub- 
lic health and harm reduc- 
tion, and protect Ontario’s 
young people.” 


Under the new rules, the 
proposed minimum age to 
use and buy pot in Ontario 
will be 19. As well, smok- 
ing pot is banned in pune 
places and on the job. 

The age restriction will 
allow police to confiscate 
small amounts of canna- 
bis from young people 
while the government de- 
velops a prevention and 
harm reduction _ strate- 
By to educate teenagers 

out the drug to discour- 


e use and wipe out the 
; ack market. 

The new LCBO pot stores 
should also provide some 
oe revenues for the Lib- 
eral government, which 
has_ finally balanced its 
books after more than a 
decade of red ink that has 
ballooned the provincial 
debt to $312 billion. 

The provincial govern- 
ment needs more reve- 
nues to finance its ambi- 
tious infrastructure plans 
but is reluctant to raise 
taxes, so pot sale profits 


could provide some finan- 
cial help. 
The LCBO generated 


sales of just under $6 bil- 
lion last year and pumped 
$2 billion into provin- 
cial coffers— money that 
helped fund hospitals 
d social services and 
other government spend- 
ing. Sousa added that de- 
cisions on pot prices or 
taxes won’t be made until 
Ottawa provides more de- 
tails on its new pot law. 


Meanwhile, the Ontario 
Public Service Employ- 


ees Union welcomed the 
new a retailing system, 
whic will guarantee 
more as for the prov- 
ince’s largest government 
union. 


“Today’s announcement 
is what we have been 
calling for since the le- 
galization debate began,” 

OPSEU president Warren 
(Smokey) Thomas said. 
“We have said from the 
start that the way to limit 
social harm from the sale 
of cannabis is through the 
successful model of public 
control that the LCBO has 
been using for 90 years. 
This is a prudent plan 
that we’ve worked hard 
to promote in conversa- 
tions with our commu- 
nities, with the cannabis 
industry, and with gov- 
ernment.” 

Under the new contract 
signed this summer be- 
tween the LCBO and the 
union front-line pot store 
workers will be OPSEU 
members. 
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Mental health commission launches new program for se-

Seniors will be able to diag- 
nose mental health problems 
earlier via a new program, a 
Canadian commission has 
announced. 

The Mental Health Com- 
mission of Canada launched 
the Mental Health First Aid 
(MHFA) Seniors program 
last week at the Cawthra 
Seniors’ Centre, with the 
help of local businesses and 
organizations including Tril- 
lium Health Partners and 
GlaxoSmithKline. 

The program is rolling out 
nationwide this fall, and di- 
agnoses patients who are 
over the age of 65 using a 
number of common indi- 
cators, including signs of 
dementia or delirium, in 
addition to established indi- 
cators like mood disorders, 
psychosis or anxiety. 

“Poor mental health should 
not be dismissed as the in- 
evitable consequence of ag- 
ing,” MHCC president Lou- 
ise Bradley said during the 
event. “Rather, we need to 
focus on a senior person’s 


niors in Peel 


abilities and recognize when 
that behavior is not normal 
for them and warrants con- 
cern or intervention. This 
course is the ideal tool to 
facilitate this shift in atti- 
tude, equipping people with 
the knowledge they need to 
have effective conversations 
and to reach out with confi- 
dence.” 

More than 1.8 million peo- 
ple over the age of 60 live 
with a mental health prob- 
lem or illness, according to 
the MHCC’s figures. They 
also reported that Canadians 
who are over 65 are less like- 
ly than the rest of the pop- 
ulation to report their own 
mental health as very good 
or excellent (68.9% and 
72.2% respectively in 2011). 

The two-day course cautions 
participants against the mis- 
conception that dementia is 
the most common mental 
health problem among se- 
niors. Depression, anxiety 
and substance use disorders 
are just as common for peo- 
ple over 65 as dementia and 
cognitive impairments. Se- 


niors may also be less likely 
to report psychiatric con- 
cerns to their doctor, lead- 
ing to their symptoms being 
misconstrued as early de- 
mentia or other age-related 
changes. 

Denise Waligora, a train- 
ing specialist with the pro- 
gram, said during the event 
that she had listened to the 
course material and applied 
it to the care of her own fa- 
ther, who is elderly. “Facili- 
tating this course has defi- 
nitely provided me with the 
skills to better support my 
parents as they age,” she 
said. 

Trillium Health Partners 
said that the program will 
be tailored to the needs of 
seniors. “The course fills an 
important gap in seniors’ 
mental health care and has 
far reaching benefits for 
seniors across the coun- 
try,” said Trillium’s Mental 
Health Medical Director, Ian 
Dawe.

Bill 148 — too much, too fast for Peel businesses

lhe Government of 
sk has tabled 

Bill 148 — the Fair 
Workplaces & Better Jobs 
Act — at Queen’s Park that 
will have a significant im- 
pact on businesses of all 
sizes in Peel Region. 
Government cannot legis- 
late prosperity. As we look 
internationally, it’s clear 
that jurisdictions that seek 
to grow their economy 
through increased regu- 
lation are left with lower 
labour market participa- 
tion and higher unemploy- 
ment, especially among 
young people. 
The task of creating a 
more dynamic workforce, 
where employees are treat- 
ed fairly and economic 
growth can prosper, must 
be approached not on the 
basis of ideology and pol- 
itics, but driven by evi- 
dence-based policy. 
Over the last two years, 
the Ontario government 
has pursued the Chang- 
ing Workplaces Review, 
a once-in-a-generation 
assessment of the Em- 
ployment Standards Act 
and the Labour Relations 
Act. The outcome of this 
review will change the re- 
lationship between every 
employee and employer in 
Ontario. 


These changes include a 


minimum number of sick 
days (paid and unpaid), in- 
creasing annual paid vaca- 
tion and boosting the min- 
imum wage to $15 an hour 
by 2019. It will also make it 
much easier to establish a 
unionized workplace. 


In a letter sent to Premier 
Kathleen Wynne on _ be- 
half of Ontario’s employer 
community, the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce 
objected in the strongest 
terms to many of the re- 
forms that are potentially 
being considered. Taken as 
a whole, these reforms will 
tip our economic balance 
in a profoundly negative 
way. 

The changes would fur- 
ther restrict the flexibility 
of part-time and contract 
employees, diminish trans- 
parency and informed em- 
ployee choice in the union 
certification process, and 
institute “paperwork pro- 
vision” that will add new 
layers of red tape to the 
existing regulatory frame- 
work. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that good jobs are the 
direct result of a strong 
and growing economy. 


These conversations are 
however timely. We are 
told that the government 
is responding to a “general 
anxiety” that exists among 
many in today’s workforce 
around the quality of work. 
The response from govern- 
ment is to ask more of em- 
ployers. We are concerned 


that this approach is being 
done without truly appre- 
ciating the implications of 
such decisions. 

In this two-year review, no 
attempt has been made to 
truly quantify or research 
the economic impact of 
many of these policy op- 
tions. But business can’t 
afford this approach. 


And while the provin- 
cial government commis- 
sioned no economic im- 
pact report, a recent study 
performed by the Canadian 
Centre for Economic Anal- 
ysis identified hundreds of 
millions of dollars of in- 
creased costs to business 
as a result of Bill 148 and 
identified over 19,000 jobs 
in Peel Region alone at risk 
because of these reforms. 


As we engage with the is- 
sues of non-standard work 
and a changing workplace, 
we must also be _ hon- 
est about the scale of the 
problem. Part-time jobs 
now account for a lower 
percentage of all jobs than 
they did a generation ago— 
18.8 per cent in 2015 ver- 
sus 19.5 per cent in 1992. 
The average hourly wage in 
Ontario has risen by 33.6 
per cent, while the median 
wage is up 29.2 per cent. 
Of all jobs created since 
the recession in Ontario, 
98 per cent have been full- 
time and 78 per cent are 
in above-average-wage in- 
dustries. 

Clearly Ontario’s private 
sector is doing our part to 


create good, high-quality 
jobs. We’re doing that de- 
spite the many challenges 
that exist — including a 
69 per-cent increase in the 
cost of producing a unit of 
output (versus 28 per cent 
in the United States). 
Simply put, it’s getting 
more expensive to operate 
a business in Ontario and 
Peel, and businesses that 
operate here risk growing 
less competitive.

For all the conversation 
around fairness, we cannot 
simplify this discussion 
into a political argument 
that pits employee ver- 
sus employer.

But to get 
there, business needs gov- 
ernment to help and not 
hinder our ability to grow 
the economy.

CFL star quarterback, long time Peel resident 
Chuck Ealey tops Toledo’ S all Century Team

Chuck Ealey never lost 
a game in his three years 
quarterbacking the Uni- 
versity of Toledo’s football 
team. 


The 35-game unbeaten 
streak is a National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) record. 


Despite that brilliance, he 
never made it to the NFL 
because of his skin colour. 


That didn’t matter to fans 

in Toledo who have voted 
him the number one player 
on the university’s All-Cen- 
tury team to celebrate the 
football program’s 100th 
anniversary. He'll be hon- 
oured on Sept.16. 


A total of 50 players were 
on the ballot. 


A Canadian resident since 
1972, Ealey’s jersey number 
is only one of four retired. 


The quarterback turned- 
successful financial in- 
dustry leader (Investor’s 
Group) was in Toledo a few 
months ago with his daugh- 
ter Jael Richardson when 
he learned his alma mater 
was celebrating the football 
program’s centenary. 


Ealey says “I was alerted 


a couple of weeks ago that 
I was part of the All-Centu- 
ry team. Two weeks ago, a 
former teammate sent me 
an e-mail saying that I was 
number one. I was taken 
back by the honour.” 


In his three years at No- 
tre Dame High School in 
Portsmouth, along with go- 
ing unbeaten, Ealey led the 
team to its first state cham- 
pionship in 1967. That suc- 
cess led to university where 
he won three consecutive 
Tangerine Bowls and was 
the Most Valuable Player in 
each contest. 


Ealey says the significance 
of the unbeaten streak be- 
came apparent in the last 
game. 


“There is no way you go in 
there thinking you can go 
unbeaten. We just took it a 
game at a time. By the third 
year, you are like, ‘Whoa, 
what’s happening here’. We 
didn’t have the plethora of 
cable networks back then so 
it was a just a little story de- 
veloping. I don’t think any 
of us thought we could go 
unbeaten. Maybe the fans 
did.” 

Despite his remarkable 
achievements, Ealey, who 
was eighth in polling for the 
1971 Heisman Trophy, was

overlooked in the 1972 NFL 
draft because of his skin 
colour and the position he 
played. 


When then Kansas City 
Chiefs coach Hank Stram 
offered him the opportuni- 
ty to run a 40-yard dash for 
time, he graciously declined 
the chance to try to make 
an NFL team as a defensive 
back and headed to Canada. 


After the six-year unbeat- 

en streak in high school 
and university, Ealey lost 
his first two games in the 
CFL with the Hamilton Ti- 
ger-Cats. 


Replacing University of 
Guelph Department of Ath- 
letics intercollegiate pro- 
grams assistant manager 
Wally Gabler for the fourth 
game of the season, Ealey — 
who like Gabler was born 


and raised in Portsmouth, 
Ohio— dropped his first 
start against Edmonton 30- 
27. 

He wasn’t distraught after 
the loss. 


“No athlete likes to lose,” 
Ealey, a former Mississau- 
ga Sports Council chair 
who was inducted into the 
Mississauga Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1989, points out. “I 
wasn’t happy. At the same 
time I knew it was going to 
happen at some time and 
we had to move on. That 
was how I felt.” 


And move on he did. Af- 
ter the 0-2 start, Ealey led 
the Hamilton Tiger-Cats to 
an 11-3 record and a Grey 
Cup title in his first season 
(1972) becoming the first 
black player to quarterback 


his team to a professional 
football championship. He 
was also the Grey Cup MVP 
and the league’s Most Out- 
standing Rookie. 


Ealey also played for the 
Winnipeg Blue Bombers 
and 48 games with the To- 
ronto Argonauts, passing 
for 13,326 yards and 82 
touchdowns before suffer- 
ing a career-ending col- 
lapsed lung in 1978. 

The All-Century Team will 
be honoured on Sept.16 
during the University of To- 
ledo’s game against Tulsa. 

Ealey and his wife of 45 
years, Sherri Ealey, have 
three adult children. 


He turns 68 on Jan. 6.

Years later, with the wisdom 
of a lifetime of experience and 
the advice of many friends 
and business contacts, he be- 
came the part owner of the 
Guelph Storm— and most re- 
cently, the sole owner of the 
Mississauga Steelheads of the 
OHL. 


In the intervening years, 
Kerr has built up one of Can- 
ada’s leading sports agencies 
with burgeoning athlete rep- 
resentation sector, an event 
management arm including 
the Mississauga Marathon, as 
well as the Steelheads hockey 
team. 


Kerr is a strong believer 
in education as a segue to 
building a career. He is grad- 
uate of both the University of 
Western Ontario BA program 
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Elliott Kerr

in 1973 and then an MBA at 
Queen’s. 


With two degrees under his 
belt, he worked in the corpo- 
rate sector gaining valuable 
experience with Canadian 
Liquid Air and the Ford Mo- 
tor Company but the dream 
of working in sports never left 
him. 

Having built up a stable of 
contacts in his sales roles, he 
got wind that IMG the mul- 
tinational sport agency was 
planning to set up an office in 
Toronto. 


Kerr was determined to get 
in. 

He made contact with the 
company rep and stayed in 
touch every month for two 
years until they finally made 
the jump to Canada. He got 
hired and worked on athlete 
deals that included the late 
Arnold Palmer, Bjorn Borg 
and Jean Claude Killy. His 
talents were not going unno- 


ticed, and he eventually rose 
to become the head of the 
North American sales force. 


Kerr’s entrepreneurial de- 
sires were still strong and 
beckoning. With all his life 
savings in hand, he opened 
Landmark Sports in his home 
office in 1987. 


On day one, he had no cli- 
ents and no revenue but he 
had a lot of contacts that 
trusted him and would follow 
him over. 


Some would compare Kerr’s 
decision to break away from 
IMG and start his own shop 
not unlike the Tom Cruise 
movie Jerry Maguire. Kerr 
laughs about it now, but it 
was tough at first, he added. 


“My first client was middle 
distance runner Dave Reid, 
and then I got Blue Jay Jes- 
se Barfield. Those two helped 
me get started,” said Kerr. 


Today, Landmark Sports has 
a bevy of athletes and sports 


personalities that includes 
Patrick Chan (figure skating), 
Jayna Hefford (hockey), Mi- 
chael Smith (decathlon), and 
sports announcers Rod Black 
and Bob Cole. 


How does a player agent get 
involved in the marathon? 


“Well I always liked running, 
so I trained and completed 
the 2001 Toronto Marathon. 
It struck me that this was a 
great community event and 
that Mississauga did not have 
its own marathon. I had a 
meeting with former may- 
or Hazel McCallion and we 
decided to go for it,” replied 
Kerr. 


He planned it out for three 
years, and the inaugural Mis- 
sissauga Marathon happened 
in May of 2004. 


He wanted a race that would 

showcase the best of Mis- 
sissauga, so the race has al- 
ways started at Square One 
and runs down scenic Mis- 
sissauga Road and out into 
southwest Mississauga be- 
fore finishing at Lake Front 
Promenade Park. Over the 
years, thousands of people 
have participated in a variety 
of distances and many thou- 
sands of dollars have been 
raised for several community 
charities. 


The event management 
side of the business has now 
expanded to include the 
Oakville Half Marathon and 
the RBC 5K Golf Run. Both 
are successful events and well 
established in the Oakville 
community. 


Kerr’s life has not been 
without tragedy, however. 
In 2007, Elliott’s wife Jane 
passed away from cancer 
leaving two young twins— a 
boy named Jamie and a girl 
named Kerrin. 


Now both 11 years-old, they 
are the focus of Kerr’s life as 
he continues to operate his 
business while raising these 
children as a single dad. 


“They keep me hoping, adds 
Kerr. They are really athletic 
and are involved in soccer, 
hockey, baseball, canoe/kay- 
ak and most recently curling. 
I am taking them to practices 
and games five to six nights a 
week and I love it.” 


Ten years ago, Kerr became 
part owner of the Guelph 
Storm, but it was a call from 
Hazel McCallion in 2012 that 
reignited an old dream to 
own a hockey team. 


Eugene Melnyk, the 
then-owner of the Missis- 
sauga St. Michael’s Majors, 
wanted to sell and the po- 
tential bidders all wanted to 
move the team to another city 
away from the GTA. 


Hazel asked Kerr if he would 
speak to Melnyk— and the 
rest is history.Kerr bought 
the team with the mandate 
that he would keep the team 
in Mississauga and make a go 
of it. 


A “Name the Team” contest 
resulted in a new name be- 
ing chosen. The Mississauga 
Steelheads, coined from the 
lake fish that spawns in the 


Credit River, became the new 
brand of junior hockey in 
Mississauga. 


“Ownership of this team is 
very gratifying and enjoyable 
but a strain on the finances,” 
added Kerr. 


“In the six years that I have 
owned the team, we have yet 
to break even although our 
recent deep playoff run last 
spring was encouraging.” 


“Hope springs eternal how- 
ever and Kerr can see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
I would like to see it at least 
breakeven within two years. 
We average 2,500 to 2,800 
in attendance and need to get 
to 3,000 per game to break 
even. We are climbing every 
year but still have a ways to 
go.” 

A key to a sports team’s 
success in the GTA is having 
a winner so we put plenty of 
emphasis on player drafting 
and development. 


“Two years ago we had five 
players go in the NHL entry 
draft, which is a record, last 
year we had two and we pre- 
dict three will go this year. 
These elite players draw fans 
and help us pay the bills,” 
said Kerr. 


In recognition of his success 
and service the community 
Kerr was named to the Mis- 
sissauga Sports Hall of Fame 
in 2013. 

Hats off to Elliott Kerr for 
following his dream into 
sports while continuing a 
work life balance.

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An act of life: working at wth’ Ley Hospice

It was never on my 
bucket list to volunteer 
in a hospice, but the 
crooked path of a de- 
manding life had unex- 
pectedly brought me to 
those doors. 


I had steeled myself to 
overcome the unthink- 
able horror of seeing 
death and dying close up, 
and worried about how I 
would react. 


However, what I found 
in this peaceful compas- 
sionate place was quite 
different. 


Along with an eager 
group of would-be vol- 
unteers, I undertook 30 
hours of training. Infor- 
mative, exacting, provoc- 
ative and at times deeply 
personal, our sessions 
explored the challenges 
of end-stage illness: the 
process of dying, issues 
of cultural diversity and 
the tenets of palliative 
care. 


We were taught the ba- 
sics of providing hands- 
on personal care and ex- 
plored our own attitudes 
and biases. 


Above all, we came to 
understand the huge im- 
portance of companion- 
ing those going through 
the dying process with 
empathy, patience and 
sometimes laughter and 


joy. 

The Dorothy Ley Hos- 
pice is a 10-bed facility 
designed to accommo- 
date individuals living 
their last precious days 
or weeks in peace, com- 
fort and dignity. 


Medical care on site 
provides relief, not cure, 
allowing individuals to 
die in their own time as 
nature takes its course: 
Death being neither de- 
layed nor hurried. Fam- 
ily and friends may be 
present or take care of 
the resident some or 
all of the time and fa- 
cilities are provided for 
prolonged or overnight 
stays. 


So what does a volun- 
teer actually do? 


When starting a shift, I 
receive a report on each 
resident which helps 
me understand the na- 
ture and level of care re- 
quired. 


I visit each care suite 
to introduce myself and 
check for any immediate 
need. 


I am the first responder 
to the call bell assisting 
with small errands such 
as getting fresh ice or a 
cup of tea, plumping the 
pillows or fixing the TV. 


I may help the staff give 
a bath, change the bed 
sheets or sit and hold 


someone’s hand. 


I may fold linen or stock 
shelves. 


Sometimes I will read 
to someone or watch a 
movie. 


I am available to fam- 
ily members who have 
questions or concerns. 


There are many oppor- 
tunities for volunteers to 
do small creative things 
that mean a lot to fami- 
lies. 


I recall my first encoun- 
ter with a resident I'll call 
“Joe.” In his early 90s, 
he was in good spirits 
because it was his 60th 
wedding anniversary. 
His wife “Sue” arrived 
and asked us to set up 
an intimate dinner in the 
dining room.

Archaeologists dig in Mississauga

A team of archeologists 
is sifting for artifacts on 
a 150-year aboriginal site 
near Mississauga Road. 
The camera-shy diggers 
had little to say about 
their project but are 
clearly visible by motor- 
ists driving passed. 
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The Mississauga tribe 
settled near the Credit 
River in late 1825, after 
the British Government 
agreed to build a village 
for them. 


The site of the village 
was located on the Mis- 
sissauga Road/Dundas 
Street area, near where 
the archaeological dig is 


taking place. 


It is where the Missis- 
sauga Golf and Country 
Club is today, and was 
formally known as the 
Credit Mission. 


As early as 1840, the 
Mississauga decided to 
leave the Credit River.

Bolton Fall Fair

One of the longest-run- 
ning festivals in Canada 
will be bringing fun and 
games to the Caledon 
community, during the 
159th annual Bolton Fall 
Fair, which runs from 
Sept. 22 — 24. 

Come out and enjoy a 
variety of enjoyable ac- 
tivities and community 
events, including the fa- 
mous Truck and Tractor 
Pull, Horse Pull, Tug of 
War, Mutt Show, Spell- 
ing Match, Fair Queens 
and Pig Kissing. 

This is in addition to 
well-known and_ well- 
loved events, including 
local exhibitors, Sheep 
and Goat shows, live 
music and the fantastic 
Demolition Derby. 


The Albion Bolton Ag- 
ricultural Society was 
organized in Bolton in 
1857: 160 years ago. 


Fairs were held in ho- 
tel yards and on King 
Street, between Mill and 
James Streets. With no 
sidewalks on the south 
side of the street, foot 
races and egg races were 
held here. 


In 1862, the Fair was 
held for one year in 
Sandhill, but  subse- 
quently returned to the 
village of Bolton. 


In 1868, 2 1/2 acres 
were bought from Mr. 
Stork for $250 (paid in 
five annual installments) 
and Bolton Fairgrounds 
set down roots at its 
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present site, 150 Queen 
St. S. 


A 32’ x 60’ hall (with no 

floor) was built in 1872, 
the same year the Fair 
was incorporated, and a 
two-day Fair was held. In 
1877, the name changed 
to Albion & Bolton Ag- 
ricultural Society. More 
land was purchased in 
1880, and again in 1895. 
By 1900, there was a 
roofed grandstand and a 
racetrack. 


In 1935, the Poultry Pal- 
ace was built by Albert 
Stubbs, a local carpenter 
and it still is a part of the 
Bolton Fairgrounds. 


The growing Fair saw 
many firsts: 1966 saw 
the stone gate posts 
erected, and the first 
Fair Parade was _ held. 
1967 marked the first 
Fair Queen Competition 
(Katie Litz Below was the 
Fair Queen, and Ruth 
Verner Craig the Centen- 
nial Queen). 


In 1971 the new arena 
was opened by Bill David 
on the Fair property, and 


the agreement was that 
the Agricultural Society 
could use it for the Fair — 
a new exhibit hall. 


Funds were raised in 
1985 and souvenir plates 
given to donors. This 
led to the construction 
and 1990 opening of the 
President’s Building. 


With the _ increasing 
popularity of the fair 
every year and the wide 
diversity of the town, 
there’s never been a bet- 
ter time to attend the 
Fall Fair!
